tea and saki, sweetmeats and other con- 
gerves, and placed one beside each officer. 
Tho regalement seems to have been much 
the satne as that which 1h China generally 
hai the transaction, of business with 
oreign officials, and while it was gomg on, 
there wae time to take a note of the place 
of mectiig.

saki, and next: Uraga, xbut on both being 
objected to, a‘spot near the place of mect- 
ing was fixed npon An account of the 
funeral, by Captain Slack, the officer com- 
mandmg the marines, is given m another 
coltimn, and cunnot- fail fo be read with in- 
terest We have only toadd, that befoic 
the funeral took place, the Japanese offi- 
cials came on hoard to view the body, for 
which purpdse the coffin was opened, and 
after the bunal one of them rcmarked that 
according to the inseiiption on the lid, the 
man was a native of Ireland, not of Amer- 
ica; but the explanation that followed 
proved quite satisfuctory In the course 
of the arrangements for the funeral, the 
prudence of President Filmore’s and Sec- 
retary Webster’a assurance on tho subject 
of ‘religion was shown ‘The Japanese said 
they had observed ıt with pleasure, and 
quite understood the distinction between 
Protestants and Roman Catholics __ 
Before the mtervew broke up, thé Com- 
modore mentioned that he purposed to give 
his officers leave to go on shore for recrea- 
tion T'o this no great objection was made, 
and we beleve that within a few days af- 
terwurds several of the officers were taking 
exercise on shore The Rev Me. Bittinger, 
the Chaplam, anade several excursions 
among the villages and cornfields, which: 
last he found m high cultivation The 
houses were generally thatched, but those 
of the better sort were covered with tiles, 
having yards and small gardens within en- 
closures 


The following day, the same gentleman, 
finding the people not unfriendly nor indispo 
sed to receive him, and obtaining leave 
to go: on skore, determined to visit two 
large cities some miles off, called Kanaga- 
wa and Kasacca, and with that view, 
crossed an atin of the bay, which sbortened 
the distance several mies He then pro- 
ceeded through Kanagawa, supposed to 
contain from one to tno hundred thousand 
inhabitants, and from the immense crowds 
that poured out every where to seo the 
stranger, there can be nodoubt of the pop- 
ulation bemg very great The crowds, 
however, cuused no inconvenience nor im- 
pediinent, for on a wave of the hand froin 
the Japanese officials, who accompanied 
Mr Bittinger, the people cleared a pas- 
sage, aud afterwards, a messenger having 
been sent forward for the purpose, the peo- 
ple packed themselve at the sides of the 
houses and left the centie of the streets 
clear for the stranger He entercd some 
of the houses, which he found primtise in 
their furniture and arrangements, but, com- 
pared with other oriental dwellings of the 
same class, neat, clean and comtoitable 
Ín sowo of them ho observed cloths of Ja- 
panese manufacture. He also visited sèv- 
eral temples, which, though smaller than 
m China, have more gilding‘on their walls, 
and ornaments on their idols, and génerally 
ate m bétter order The priests as well as 
the people were distinguished for the 
courbesy : ' 

The ques thas visited, were not only 
very extensive (estimated to'be ex ‘miles 
long,) but with wide well-formed streets
